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Littlehampton, the Beach. Littlehampton lias good 
sands at low-water, but at other stages of the tide they 
are not available for strolling on, owing to the many 
groynes which have been required to be built in order to 
protect the beach from the aggression of the sea. Little¬ 
hampton has a wide and pleasant esplanade of its own. 
which runs for half-a-mile eastward from the mouth of 
the Arun. , 
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
